Mr.  i'^yor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1944,  In  conformity  mth  the  instructions  this 
report  has  been  condensed;  but  the  essential  statistics  and 
infoimiatlon  are  given. 

Infectious  diseases  again  were  reasonably  low  during  the  year. 
The  attendances  at  the  Clinics  have  been  good,  and  the  same  number 
of  sessions  were  held  as  in  pre-war  days.  The  Infant  Mortality 
figure  is  still  lam  and  the  Birth  Rate  has  increased  froa.  17*5  in 
1943  to  18*8  in  1944,  while  the  Death  Rate  has  decreased  from 
18-5  to  17-0. 

Early  in  the  year  Dr,  Eriestiian,  my  predecessor,  throu^ 
indisposition  was  conpellod  to  resign.  'The  services  of  llr.  J.  W.  D. 
Buttery,  the  obstetric  surgeon  at  the  Royal  ¥ietoria  Hospital,  and 
Dr.  Margaret  Haywood,  had  already  been  secured  and  they  carried  on 
the  Ante  Matal  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  re^ectively 
without  a hreak- 

The  health  of  the  Borough  in  general  is  still  vary  good. 

I would  like  to  he  allowed  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the 
Medical  Brofession  for  their  co-operation  and  for  the  willing 
assistance  they  gave  during  a difficult  year,  and  during  enemy 
shelling  and  honhing.

Vonereal  Diseases . 


The  arrangements  for  the  control  and  treatment  of 
the  above  dlseasos  remain  under  the  surveillance  of  the  Count3r 
Authority.  As  far  as  this  Borovigh  is  concerned  there  would 
appear  to  bo  no  undue  prevalence  of  those  cases  to  warrant  the 
provision  of  a local  Clinic. 


Co-operation  with  the  Military 
AuthorTtrc^. 

In-coming  units  usually  send  their  Medical  Officer  to 
see  me  ¥/ith  the  object  of  collaboration.  Such  subjects  as 
infectious  illness ^ sanitation,  and  food-stuff s have  been 
discussed  from  time  to  time. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants . 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  a close  watch  upon 
prematuj'cl^r  born  infants,  and  v/henever  possible  special 
nursing  at  tno  Ro3^al  Victoria  Hospital  is  given.  By  arrange- 
ment vath^the  hospital  ive  are  informed  of  the  date  of  discharge 
from  hospital  so  that  there  may  be  a continuation  of’ super- 
vision by  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  birth  notificc.tion  forms  now  have  a spa.ce  provided 
for  the  weight  of  the  babies  to  be  inserted,  in  order  that 
we  shall  know  the  premature  births  as  early  as  possible. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

Thirty-eight  illegitima.tG  children  were  born  during  the 
year ^1944,  and  there  ■was  onl3’‘  one  death.  Every  encouragement 
is  given  to  mothers  to  attend  the  clinics  for  advice  and  care 
of  both  the  child  and  the  mother,  and  special  visits  are  made 
to  the  homes.  A few  cases  where  the  moral  Xfolfare  v/orkor 
recoromends  it  wore  accommodated  at  a home  for  unmarried  mothers, 
where  the  baby  can  be  born  and  afterwards  remain  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  home  for  a time.  This 
Borough  contributes  a guinea  a week  to  the  home  in  such  cases. 

Unclean line ss  — Verminous  Persons. 

Tho  instances  of  dirt-tolerance  and  verminous  persons 
are  few.^  The  need  for  cleanliness  is  always  stressed  at  our 
six  clinics  and  in  the  School  Medical  Department.  Instructions 
and  advice  regarding  the  use  of  the  steel  comb  and  of  Lothane 
Oil  for  tho  destruction  of  head  lice  are  given.  A stock  of 
steel  combs  is  held  in  the  School  Medical  Department. 

In  difficult  cases  tho  services  of  the  N,S.P.C.C.*s 
Inspector  arc  utilized.

As  in  previous  years  I have  received  Biucli  willing  and 
valuable  assistance  fron  Inspector  F.  E.  Froogard  of  the  above 
Society.  His  tactful  manner,  coupled  with  his  porsonal  knowledge 
of  the  cases,  is  a great  help. 

Inquiries  under  the  Children  Acts  and  cases  v/hich  cone  to 
the  Icnov/ledge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  V/elfare  Centre. are  at 
once  investigated  and  reported  upon  by  him. 

Port  Health  Authority  •-  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1944. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  52/4-5,  I have  to  report  that  since 
the  30th  September,  1940,  any  vessel  entering  the  Port  of  Folkestone 
required  the  Naval  authority’s  permission. 

This  state  of  affairs  continued  until  November,  1944. 

After  this  date  there  were  occasional  arrivals  from  Calais 
and  Ostend  v;ith  members  of  the  British  Liberation  Army  on  leave, 
also  salvage  vessels,  coastv/isc. 

The  fishing  fleet,  registered  from  the  port,  operated  the 
whole  year .
